"0-3* befallenros but ſuch as others haue felt the like: 

But here, Si fuerit ſicut? if euer the like 
were (that is) neuer the like was, 

Againe, in our greateſt paines, it is a kinde of 
eaſe, euen to finde ſome regard. Naturally wee 
deſire it, if we cannot be deliuered, if we cannot 

Job 19. be relicued, yet to be pitied: It ſheweth there be 
I yet ſome, that are touched with the ſenſe of our 
miſerie, that wiſh vs well, and would giue vs 
eaſe if they could: But this Afflified here, fin- 
deth not ſo much, neither the one, nor the other:

ſelues Toes and their ſufferings , forerunning

The povver of darkeneſs let looſe to afflift him: 
the influence of comfort , reſtrained to relieue 
him. It is a Non ſicut this, It cannot bee ex- 
preſſed as it ſhould, and as other things may; In 
ſilence vve may admire it, but all our vvordes 
vyill not reach it. And though to dravv it ſo 
farre as ſome doe, is little better then blafphe- 
mie; let onthe other ſide, to [hrinke it Jo ſhort, 
as other ſome do, cannot be but vvith derogation 
to his Lone, vyho, to kindle our loue and louing 
Regard, vvould come to a Non ſicut in his 
ſuffering: For, ſo it vvas, and ſo vve muſt allovy 
it to be, This in reſpect of his Paſ$ion. Nolor. 
Novy in reſþett of his Perſon, Dolor me- 
us. /Vhereof, if it pleaſe you totake arvievy, 
euen of the Perſon thus vvounded , thus affli- 
Fed and forſaken , you ſhall then haue a perfect 
Non ſicut. And in deed, the Perſon, is here a 
vveighty circumitance,tt is thrice repeated, Me- 


us, Mihi, Me. Aud vpe may not leaue it out. 
For,

Fer, as is the Perſon , ſo is the Paſꝭ on; and any 

one, euen the -very leaſt degree of vyrong or die 
grace, offered to a Perſon of excellencie, is more 
then a hundreth times more, to one of meane con- 
dition: So vvergbtie is the circumſtance of the 
Perſon (onſider then, hovy great this Per- 
ſou vvas ; And Ireft fully 2 here we may 
bolgly challenge, and ſay Si fuetit ſicut. | 

Ecce Homo, ſaith Pilate firſt, Iman he r. 

is, as Wee are: and were hee but a man, Nay, Loh. 19.3 
were he not a man, but ſome poore dumbe crea- 

ture, it were great ruth to ſee him ſo handled , as 

he was. 

A man, ſaith Pilate, and a [uſt Man, ſuitb 2. 
Pilats vvife. Haue thou nothing to doe Mt. 27. 
with that [uſt Man, And that is one de- 
gree further. For though wee pitie the puniſh- 
ment euen of malefactors themſelues : yet euer, 
moit compaſsi0n we hane of them that ſuffer and 
be innocent. And he was Iunocent: Pilate,and — 44 
Herod, andthe Prince of this vvorld, his very Iohn. 4 
enemies, being his Iudoes. 30. 

Now, among the Innocent, the more Noble 3: 
the Perſon, the more heauie the ſpectacle -: and

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neuer doe our bowels earne ſo much,as ouer ſuch. 
lere.22. Alas , alas for thatnoble Prince p ( fayeth 
18. this Prophet,) (the ſtile of mourning for the

Vee are too low, 
a great deale , if wee thinke to finde it among 
men. Quæ fecit mihi Deus. It vas God 
that did it. An houre of that day was the houre 
of the Power of darkeneſſ : but the Whole day 77. > 
it ſelfe , is ſaid heere plainely , was the day of the 
wrath of God. God was a doer in it; Where- 
with God hath afflicted me. 
God afflifteth ſome in Mercie: and others in Godewenh - 
wrath. This was in his wrath. In his wrath 
God is not alike to all; Some he afflicteth in his 
more gentle and milde: others in his fierce wrath. 
. This Was in the very fierceneſſe of his wrath, 
His Sufferings , his Sweate , and (, ſhew as 
much ; They could not come, but from awrath, 
Si ſuerit ſicut, ( For we are not paſt Non ſi- 
cut, no not heere in this part : it followeth cos © 
ſtill, and will not leaue ds in amy point, not to 
the end ) 
: The ( auſe then in Cod was wrath. VPhat . 
cauſed thiswrath * Gad is not roth, but with 
D 2 ſinne; 


q 26, 
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ſinne; Nor grieuouſiy roth, but with grieuous 
ſinne. And in CHR Ist there as no grieuous 
finne, Nay, no ſinne at all. God did it, (the 
Noch. text is plaine.) Aud, in bis fierce wrath he did it. 
Ioh. 18. For What Cauſe? For, God forbid God ſhould 
222 doe as did Annas the higb Prieſt, cauſe him to 
be ſmitten without cauſe, God forbid ( ſaith A- 
Gen. 18. braham ) the Tudge of the world ſhould doe 
* Prong to any. To any, but ſpecially to his owne 
Sonne: That his Sonne, of whom with thun- 
dring -voyce from Htauen, hee teſtifieth all his 
toy and delight were in Him, in him onely hee 
was wel pleaſed. And hom then could his wrath 
axe hot, to due all this onto Him? 

There is no way to preſerue Gods Tuſtice, and 
riſts Innocence both, but to ſay as the Angel 
aid of him to the Prophet Daniel, The Meſ- 
Dan. 9. ſias ſhall be ſlaine, h ene, ſhalbe 
ſlaine, but not for himfelfe. Not for him- 
Ocher mend felſe? for vy home then? for ſome others. Hee 
toole pon him the perſon of others; and ſo do- 

ing, Iuſtice may haue her courſe and proceede. 
Pitie it is to ſee a man pay that hee neuer 
tooke': but if he will become a Suretie, if hee will 
take

take on him the perſon of the Debtor, ſo he muſt, 
Pitie to ſee a ſillie poore Lambe lie bleeding to 
death; but if it muſt be a Sacrifice, ( ſuch is the 
nature of a ſacrifice) ſo it muſt. And ſo ( briſt, 
though without ſinne in himſelfe, yet as a Sure- 
tie, as a Sacrifice may iuſtiy ſuffer for others, if 
he will take pon him their perſons ; and ſo, God 
may iuſtly giue way to his wrath againſt him: 
And who be thoſe others? The Prophet Eſay ous. 
telleth cos, and telleth it cos ſeuen times ouer for 
failing, Hee tooke vpon him ourinfirmi- Efa. 53 
ties, and bare our maladies: Hee was 459% 
wounded for our iniquities, and bro- 
ken for our tranſgreſsions. Thechaſtiſe- 
ment of our peace was vpon him, and 
with his ſtripes were we healed, Allwe 
as ſneepe were gone aſtray, and turned 
euery man to his owne way : and the 
Lord hath layd vpon him the iniquities 
of vs all. All all, euen thoſe, that paſſe to 
and fro, and for all this, regard neither him, 
nor his Paſſion. | 

The ſhort is: It was we, that for our ſiunes, 
our many, great; and grieuous ſinnes, (Si fue- 

D 3 rint 
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rint ſicut, the like whereof neuer were) 
haue ſwet this Sweat, and haue cryed this ( ; 
ſhould haue bene ſmitten with theſe ſorrowes by 
the fierce wrath of God, had not he ſtepped be- 
tweene the blow and us, and latched it in his 
owne body & ſoule, euen the dint of the fiercenes 
of the wrath of God. O the Non ſicut of our 
ſinnes, that could not otherwiſe be anſwered ! . © 
To returne then a true verdict. It is wee, 
we wretched ſinners that we are) that are to be 
ound the principals in this ate ; and thoſe on 
whom wee ſeeke to ſhift it, to deriue it from our 
ſelues, Pilate and Caiaphas and the reſt, but in- 
ſtrumentall cauſes onely. And it is not the exe- 
cutioner that killeth the man properly, (that is, 
They: ) No, nor the Iudge, (which is God in this 
5 caſe : ) onely ſinne, Solum peccatum homi- 
| cida eſt, Sinne onely is the murtherer , (to ſay 
the trueth; ) and our ſinnes the murtherers of 
the Sonne of God : and the Non ſicut of them, 
the true cauſe of the Non ſicut both of Gods 
wrath,and of his ſorrowfull ſufferings. 
VVhich bringeth home this our Text to vs, 
enen into our owne boſomis; and applyeth it moſt

And vvhy vvould hee? No reaſon can be gi- 
uen, but, becauſe he Regarded vs: (Marke that 
reaſon.) And What were wee * Verely, cutterly 
vnwort hy euen his leaſt regard; not vvorth the 


raking 
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Rom. 5.8 taking , not vvorth the looking after: Cum 
inimici eſſemus ( ſaith the Apoſtle) we were 
bis enemies Vhen hee did it; Vvithout all deſert 
before, and vvithout all regard after he had done 
and ſuffered all this for vs: and yet hee vvould 
Regard cos, that ſo little regard him. For when 
hee ſavy vs (a ſort of forlorne ſinners) Non 
priùs natos, quam damnatos, Damned as 
Eph.2-3- faſt as borne, as beeing by nature children of 
vyrath, and yet ſtill heaping op vvrath again#t 
Rom. 2.5 the day of Wrath, by the errours of our life, till 
the ti » e of our paſsing hence: and then the fierce 
pvrath of God, ready to ouer v vhelme cds, and 
to make s endure the terrour and torments of 
a neuer dying death, (another Non ſicut yet) 
VV hen (Iſh) he ſavy cos in this caſe, hee vvas 
mooned vvith compaſcton ouer cds, and nder- 
tooke all this for cs.
